The Turrltella's Stohy. 

The story of the Turritella Is briefly 
this She had been captured from the 
Germans enriy In the war. In Febru- 
ary, 1017. she set out from Shanghai 
with a Chinese crew and British ofll- 
cers ; she put Into Rangoon to pick up 
cargo, and again Into Colombo, whcro 
she spent some days loading up. She 
left Colombo on Feb. 23, 1017, nnd four 
days later walked straight Into the 
jaW8*ol the Wolf. Her British ofllcers 
and men were taken aboard the raider 
as prisoners, but the Chinamen re- 
mained In her. A German prize crew 
then took possession of her; she was 
loaded up with mines, and sent off to 
Aden to lay her eggs Just outside the 
harbor. Her subsequent movemenis 
had all been carefully planned to fit In 
with tho program revealed by the 
ship's papers. On March she wal 
due In Prhn, where she Intended to 
call, looking ns Innocent as a Inmb^ 
with her Chinese crew on the upper 
deck nnd her German ratings stowed 
below. Thence she was to proceed to 
the Red sea to lay more mines, am? 
afterward to rejoin tlio Wolf at a rcrf 
dezvous. 

Could she have carried out this pro- 
gram If she bad not happened to fal? 
In with us? There was at least o 
sporilng chance. Her second ofilcei 
spoke KngUsh os fluently as his own 
language, and without any trace of nn 
accent. He had spent eight years In 
our merchant service, and had tho 
manners and bearing of an English 
ofllcer. But tho weak spot In the com- 
pany was evidently the signalman. 
Thnt signal "Why did you not stop mo 
when I was passing Aden?" was bril- 
liant. It showed real genius. But 
the signalman completely ruined It by 
spelling Aden with a "t."

DEATH RECALLS FAMOUS DUEL 

—*• — - , 

Grandson of "Dan" O'Connell Used to 

Tell of "Liberator's" Meeting 

With D'Esterre. 

Mr. Daniel O'Connell, grandson of 
the "Liberator," died a few days ago 
at bis residence, Darrynanc abbey, Wa- 
tervlUe, Ireland, In bis eighty-fourth 
year. He Was a magistrate niid dep- 
uty lieutenant for County Kerry, and 
served the offlce of high sheriff In 1800. 
A Dublin gentleman has an Interest- 
ing picture of the late Mr. O'Connell 
holding the. pistol which his grandfa- 
ther used in a famous duel. The fol- 
lowing description of the encounter is 
taken from his own description; 

"In n speech at a Catholic meeting 
on Jonuary 24, 1815, the 'Liberator* re- 
ferred to the Orange corporation of 
Dublin as a -'beggarly corporation.* 
D'Esterro, a rfiember of the corpora- 
.tlon and a well-ltnown shot with pis- 
tols, demaaded an explanation, which 
was refused. 

"After consulting his friends, D'Es- 
terre paraded the streets for two days 
-with the avowed intention of horse- 
whipping O'Connell. Tho two, howev- 
er, did not meet, and finally' D'Esterro 
sent Sir Edward Stanley with a mcs- 
sage demanding on explanation. 
O'Connell referred Slr<Edward to Ma- 
jor MacNnmarra, n Protestant gentle- 
man of County Clare, who refused to 
give any expla'nntlon, whereupon Sir 
Edward Stanley delivered a challenge, 
which was accepted, nnd half-past 
three that afternoon, at Bishop's court. 
County Klldare, four or ([vc miles from 
Naas, on the road to.Dublln, was fixed 
for the meeting. 

"They met accordingly and fired to- 
gether, by signal. D'Esterrc's bullet 
went wldc.^ O'Connell aimed low, In- 
tending to hit D'Esterro In the leg, but 
actually did so In the groin. Tho buK 
let went through, penetrating the glad- 
der, and came out at the hack, Inflict- 
ing a mortal wound. D'Esterro lived 
for two days only. 

"The pistols used by the 'Liberator' 
wore given him by an English ofllcer, 
quartered In Dublin, to whom be had 
done a kindness, and who, when giving 
tbeni, said, as a proof of tbolr good- 
ness, that they had already Icllled ten. 
men. They are a pair of 'lUgby's Par- 
ticulars/ and Mr. O'Connell often shot 
at a nmrk with them, and found them 
to bt- very good and accurate. 

"D'Esterro's daughter married Lieu- 
tenant Roberts of tho British royal 
navy, who commanded the SIrlus, the 
first .vessel to go from Cork to Amer- 
ica (Boston) under hor own steam, and 
subsequently the President, which was 
lost with all on hoar'd, on the way 
from New York to Liverpool."

Pay of British Flyers Raised, 
Particulars of the new scolo of pay 
for ofiicers holding permanent or short 
service commissions In the reconsti- 
tuted British air force have been made 
known by the air ministry. A unlfonn 
system of rates for all branches '(with 
tho exception of certain specialist serv- 
ices) has been adopted, the pay rang- 
ing from five shillings per day, for a 
cadet, to £7 for a general. 

The rates, it Is explained, have been 
fixed with reference to tho present 
high cost of living, nnd It has been de- 
cided that 20 per cent of the pay and 
retired pay will bo considered as due 
thereto, and will be subject, after five 
years, to change, either upward or 
downward, acconllug as tho cost of 
ilvlng rises or falls. Subsequently re- 
visions will be made at throe yearly 
Inten'als on tho basis of board of trade 
food prices.

In the past nine years the cost of 
Ilvlng In Mexico has shown nn average 
Increase of 212 per cent, according to 
figures recently made public by tho 
department of industry, labor and 
eommerce, nn Associated Proas dis- 
patch from Mexico City saya. Several 
staples have greatly Increased. Lard 
has advanced 525 per cent In price; 
sugar, 233 per cent, and eggs, 200 per 
cent. / 

Woolen fabrics now cost 471 per cent 
more than In 1010; cotton goods .100- 
per cent more and shoes ICO per cent 
more. House rents have Increased -I'lO 
per cent, trolley fares 00 per cent and 
railroad fares fiO per cent. Natives' 
sIiocs cost $4.50 a pair In 1010. Today 
they are $32 a pair.

California Solon Sees "Brjtlsh World" 
In Peace Pact — Goes Into an Ex- 
haustive Analysis of the Document 
From His Point 6f View, 



DOS Moines, In., Sept. 10.— In ratlU- 
cation'of the League of Nations covo- 
mint as It now stands, Senator Hiram 
Johnson of California sees the estab- 
lishment of a- "British world." 

Tliat's what lie told 8,000 men and 
women wiio gathered at the Coliseum 
hero to hear him answer the pro-league 
Vgunients presented In the same hall 
nine days ago by Presldont-WIIson. 

Ills speech here represented no ex- 
ception in this regard. The demon- 
strative- part of the crowd roared out 
prolonged acquiescence with the ora- 
tor, wlten be bannnered a fist Into a 
pulm antj shouted : 

"By the treaty G!Ait Britain becomes 
possessed of a fourth of the earth's 
surface; she gains ownership of an 
overwhelming preponderance of the 
peoples of the earth." 

"Great Britain proudly contemplates 
out of this peace a British world," the 
speaker went on after quiet had been 
'restored. "Shall we who neither ask 
for nor get anytblnsf from the peace, 
giniranteo this British world with our 
wealth and our man power?" 

Again cnriie the shouthig from the 
audience, that finally reduced Itself 
Into .a lioarso chorus of "nos." 

Mr. .Tobnson denied that the League 
of Nations was a body calculated to 
prevent war. 

"Actually, It Is a gigantic war trus^,** 
fie Insii^ied. In Its very creation It 
Is stripped of every idealistic purpose 
It ever bad. It contains within Itself 
germs of future wars. And, worst of 
bM, It rivets upon millions of peoples 
a chain of tyranny and cements for 
all time unjust and wicked annexa- 
tions." 

"The leagiH' Is a great world eco- 
homlc trust, wherein a few men sitting 
In secret may coutrol the destinies tjf 
peoples. The lengue does In no place 
concern Itself wMtb peoples whose past 
wrongs and future rights were so elo- 
quently portrayed by tho president." 

"The league can never moan the end 
of discontent or the cessation ol 
war. for penjiles held In cruel subjec- 
tion like the Koreans or Cblncpo will 
ever he striving for their liberty and 
their self-dPtermlnatlon, for which, we 
talked so nmcb and did so little." 

"This leogue moans that the great- 
est democrocy In the world — our coun- 
try — must not only continue a party 
to tho denial of these peoples' rights 
whenever they are asserted, but to our 
diplomatic denial we will add denial 
economically, and by force of arms. 

"The president tells us we must snc- 
rlfice nnd throw In our destinies with 
the rest of the world. Why? The very 
query evokes from league enthusiasts 
angry retort. But they will not enlight- 
en us. They -prefer to hint darkly at 
our motives, and deny oven our good 
faith." 

"Wo are demanding none of the 
spoils of war," be cried. "But. In tbo 
name of America. let us at least rc- 
luso to be trVated as part of tho .spoils. 
I do not qunrrel with our allies for 
making Germany pay tho full price. 
I do quarrel with those who propose 
to require our blood anil our treasure, 
for all time In the future to preserve 
the booty of" the war to England, 
Frnnce, Japan and Italy." , 

A Des MoluoH newspaper attacked 
the stand of the reservatlonlsts as to 
Shantung;, the paper's editor charged 
that Japan only received railroad and 
harbor rights, nnd In no way really 
oneroached upon the rights of 'China. 
The senator's answer to this was char- 
aclerlstle. "Any man who defends 
the Shantung agreement Is mentally 
crooked," ho said. "Wo may not lielp 
China directly by refusing to ratify 
the covenant but, at leost, then we 
will nrtt be a party to a fraud." 

Stiuitor Wllllnm E. Borah of Idaho 
had arranged to moot Senator John- 
sen here and speak with him at tho 
Coliseum. The Idaho senntor was sum- 
moned to Washington, however, by 
Sinntor Lodge, who felt that tho de- 
velopments In the capital within the 
last several days reqidred presence of 
the full nntl-lengue forces. In n tele- 
.pram from Chicago Senator Borah 
wirnd Senator Johnson tliat he would 
keep him In dally touch with the 
Washington situation and tfint for the 
present Mr. .Tohnson could continue 
ids speaking tour without sacrificing 
his artl-league Interests In, the. senate.
